REMARKS 

This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action dated 
November 30, 2 000. In that Action, the Examiner rejected claims 
17 to 27 under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) and §103. The Examiner also 
objected to the previous Amendment under 35 U.S.C. §132 with 
respect to claim 26 and under 37 C.F.R. §1.121 (b) with respect to 
claims 24 and 25. Claim 2 6 was also rejected under 3 5 U.S.C. 
§112, first paragraph and claims 22-25 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. '§112, second paragraph. Applicant respectfully traverses 
the Examiner's rejections and objections. 

Claims 1-16 were allowed. 

Claims 17-27 have been amended. No new matter has been 
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inserted. In compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1 . 121 (b) (2) (ii) , Applicant 
respectfully states the claims 1-27 remain pending in the 
application. 

The claims have been amended to overcome all objections and 
Section 112 and Section 132 rejections. 

In compliance with 37 C.F.R. §1 . 121 (b) (2) (iii) , Applicant 
respectfully states the following: 

(a) Support for substituting "motorcycle" for the word 
"vehicle" in claims 17-27 is found throughout the disclosure and 
in the drawings, such as Col. 1, lines 8-10. 

(b) Support for the addition that the gasoline tank is 
attached to the frame of the motorcycle in claim 22 is found at 
least at Col. 3, lines 27-30; Col. 6, 28-31; Figures 1, 3, 8 and 
10. 

Claims 17-27 have been amended to state that the body member 
is shaped like a motorcycle gasoline tank and/or that the gasoline 
tank is a motorcycle gasoline tank. None of the relied references 
are for motorcycle gasoline tanks, nor do they disclose attaching 
or incorporating an illumination member with a motorcycle gasoline 
tank. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
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Examiner withdraw the current rejections. 

Applicant has completely responded to the Office Action dated 
November 30, 2000.
